The condominium develop¬

Editor’s note: William G. 
Fritz is president of the 
Better Business Bureau of 
Los Angeles. The questions 
he answers here are chosen 
from among those received 
daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. — I am thinking of 
signing up for a health club 
plan, but I have one major 
question about it. The con¬ 
tract goes on for two years. 
What if, during the next 
two years, I move or some¬ 
thing and cannot use the 
gym? Can I get out of this 
kind of contract? 

A. — You are a smart 
consumer to think of that 
ahead of time. Too many 
people get Into long-term 
contracts and later find they 
cannot fulfill them. 

The thing to do is check 
Ihe contract for clauses that 
allow you to cancel and get 
a refund in certain circum¬ 
stances. When joining a 
health club, be particularly 
careful to be sure you can 
cancel the contract if you 
become ill or disabled and 
cannot use the facilities. It

Finally, as when signing 
any contract, be sure that 
everything the salesperson 
verbally promises you is 
actually written into the 
contract. In two years, there 
may be personnel changes a t 
the club. Casual agreements 
will not do. 

Q. — My coat was so bad¬ 
ly damaged in dryeleaning 
that it is not wearable. It is 
made of bonded material, 
and when it was cleaned 
Ihe bonding came away 
from the fabric and the 
cloth was shriveled a n d 
bubbled in places. 

I though the drycleaner 
should pay for the damage, 
Problems of this type, by 
the way, are the reason for 
the existence of our textile 
arbitration panel. When 
your clothes are damaged in 
drycleaning, this panel can 
examine the clothes and de¬ 
termine whether the cleaner 
or the manufacturer was at 
fault. That keeps you from 
being stuck in the middle 
with a “disposable coat,” 
destroyed at the first clean¬ 
ing. 

Bo prepared to pay a fee 
if you must have a mar¬ 
shal execute your judg¬ 
ment. You may also have to 
supply information that will 
enable the marshal to locate 
the defendant and his as¬ 
sets. 

Q. — I am still waiting 
to get my money back from 
Hilton Watch Co. in Canoga 
Park. I sent them $25 for 
a watch which I never re¬ 
ceived. I understand the 
company is now out of busi¬ 
ness and in some kind of 
legal trouble. What can I do 
to get my money back? 

A. — Milton Winkler, own¬ 
er of the now-defunct mail 
order watch company, re¬ 
cently pleaded guilty in 
Superior Court to charges of 
false and misleading adver¬ 
tising and violation of mail 
order laws. He has been or¬ 
dered by the court to make 
refunds. The Los Angeles 
Bureau of Consumer Affairs 


is processing the claims for 
refunds. Contact the bureau 
at the Los Angeles City Hall 
for further information. 

Q. — This record club 
keeps sending me records I 
did not order and then bill¬ 
ing me for them. What can 
I do? 

A. — Record clubs usually 
operate on what is called a 
“negative option” plan, 
meaning that the records 
are sent on a regular basis 
unless you notify the club 
in advance that you do not 
want a particular selection. 
Under a uew Federal Trade 
Commission rule, the clubs 
must allow at least ten days 
in which you can instruct 
them not to send Ihe record. 
They are also required to 
pay the return postage if 
you receive records you were 
not obligated to take. 

Most record clubs require 
you to agree to buy a cer- 
lain number of records with¬ 
in a certain time after join¬ 
ing the club. You must, of 
course, fulfill this contrac¬ 
tual obligation. 

Q. — Doesn’t the super¬ 
market have to give me the 
sales slip when I buy my 
groceries? 

A. — According to the 
state Department of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs, you are en¬ 
titled to a receipt with any 
purchase.

September 11, 1914

City Treasurer Wolff pre¬

Now what do you suppose the California Teachers As¬ 
sociation will buy for the $411,623 they will pass out to 
candidates in the 1973-74 election year? And what do you 
suppose the State Employees will buy for the $262,718 
they will pass out to their favored candidates? Of course 
the real big one, the AFL-CIO and COPE, will make all 
other contributors look like small potatoes. This big amount 
from organized labor will be hard to pin down, and the 
candidates they give their money will vote the way labor 
wants them to vote right down the line. 

It strikes me that when the teachers and the state 
employees form political committees to raise such huge 
sums as these to elect legislators who then determine the 
wages, hours and conditions under which teachers and pub¬ 
lic employees work for the public, we have a classic case 
of conflict of interest as big as Mt. Shasta. 

This is entirely different than individual state em¬ 
ployees or teachers giving personal campaign contributions 
to individual candidates. 

These legislators, who receive these contributions are 
the very ones who will pass laws to authorize both state 
employees and teachers to form closed shop unions to 
black jack the taxpayers with strikes, slowdowns, seniority 
and threats to bring government and schools to a grinding 
stop anytime their union bosses tell them to. 

Ail you have to do these days is to look at the cam¬ 
paign contribution lists to know in advance how these 
elected oficials will vote on almost any issue. 

INFLATION. It is perfectly obvious that the govern¬ 
ment could do two things to reduce inflation (1) balance 
tlie national budget and (2) cut $10 billion from the 1975 
government costs. Every appropriation the politicians want 
can easily be cut 10 per cent. Unless both of these are 
done at governmental levels, inflation will keep right on 
climbing. 

The Congress and the state legislatures have known 
this for years but have done absolutely nothing about it 
because the politicians make money out of inflation. They 
raise their own salaries and expenses far more than the 
inflation rise, and according to the latest polls of these 
"do nothing for tiro public” office sitters will be re-elected 

and those real smart citizens who refuse to vote, on 
account of Watergate, will pay twice as much for bread 
and milk next year. The drop out citizen is the biggest 
"patsy” of them all. 

It was different then. When North Korea invaded 
South Korea, President Truman, without consulting Con¬ 
gress or the people, moved American troops and equip¬ 
ment to South Korea and wo were in an undeclared war. 
Mr. Truman called it a United Nations police action. 

The Democrats of that day and most Republicans stood 
solidly behind Truman. No liberal intellectuals called Mr. 
Truman a criminal or a murderer for engaging in an im¬ 
moral war or an indecent American intervention. No one 
demonstrated or carried North Korean flags in parades. 

The one man who objected, Senator Robert A. Taft, 
Republican of Ohio, was denounced by the liberals of 
both parties and castigated by most of the press. These 
same people praised Truman for his courage in defending 
the security of the United States. 

Eventually President Eisenhower got us out of Korea 
in about the same manner as President Nixon got us out 
of South Viet Nam. People do change don’t they? 

The Bay Area Rapid Transit System (BART) in San 
Francisco, not yet in full operation is losing more than 
a million dollars a day and pleading with the legislature 
for new millions to keep running. Assemblyman Ken Mead 
(D), chairman of the Committee on Transportation said 
“we will have to underwrite mass transportation.” This 
means the taxpayers must pay the losses. 

I predict that the proposed RTD rapid transit for Los 
Angeles will lose more than two million dollars a day, 
and these loses will have to be made up from higher 
taxes. I am preparing a column on this that will be a 
“shicker” to Los Angeles County taxpayers. 

It has been a rule of law in this country that no 
elected official shall receive a salary raise during the 
term for which he is elected. When a candidate runs for 
office and wins, he has made a binding contract with the 
people to serve for the salary in effect at the time he 
takes office. 

Now, however, the Los Angeles County Board of Super¬ 
visors have put. a Charter amendment on the November 
5th ballot, to empower the Supervisors to raise the salaries 
of the Sheriff, Assessor and District Attorney every 12 
months. 

No elected officials should have the pwoer to raise the 
salaries of any other elected officials. Only the people 
should have that power. Let’s keep it that way.

The Liberty Bell 


The famous Liberty Bell, symbol of our freedom, was 
222 years old in August. There were actually four liberty 
bells cast, two in England and two in Philadelphia. The 
original purpose of purchasing a liberty hell was to cele¬ 
brate the 15th anniversary of Wliliam Penn’s granting a 
charter to the Quaker City. 

Isaac Norris, speaker of the Pennsylvania Colonial 
Assembly, ordered the first liberty bell from Lester and 
Peck of London. Ilis instructions to the bell makers were 
that the following words, shaped in large letters round it, 
should be put on the bell: “By order of the Assembly of 
the Province of Pennsylvania, for the State House in the 
City of Philadelphia, 1752.” 

Below was to be: “Proclaim Liberty throughout all 
the Land unto all the Inhabitants thereof. Lev. XXV: 10.” 

The bell was delivered in August of 1752 and the local 
committee was completely satisfied except for one thing. 
When it was set up in the ward to try its tone and carry¬ 
ing quality, “it was cracked by a stroke of the clapper 
without any other violence.” 

Charles Stow and John Pass of Philadelphia were 
commissioned to recast the bell. They believed that the 
old bell was too brittle, so they added more copper to the 
mixture, with a resulting tone that did not please the 
purchasers. Stow and Pass cast a third bell, which turned 
out to be our famous liberty bell, for which they were 
paid about $303. 

The bell weighed a little over 2,000 pounds, and mea¬ 
sured twelve feet in circumfrence around the lip. This is 
the bell that pealed forth on July 8th, 1776. This is the 
bell hidden in the straw in a wagon and removed from 
Philadelphia until the British had evacuated the city.

Few subjects stimulate a 
more heated discussion to¬ 
day than the discussion of 
Mary Jane (or marijuana, to 
the un-hip). .No subject is 
more complete with cliches, 
slogans, half distortion and 
half-tnuth, specious ar g u - 
monts, phony statistics, pre¬ 
judices and vested interests 
than this subject.

If the medical 
and social data showed 
marijuana to be just an¬ 
other drug no more dan¬ 
gerous than alcohol, I would 
be relieved. I have no vest 
ed- interest in disliking mari 
Juana. I have enough to 
keep me busy without tak 
ing on anv more unneces 
sary battles, especially one 
a.s controversial as this one 

But if I disregard the his 
torical, coupled with the 
new medical evidence avail 
able, then I am not true to 
myself or deserving of nub 
lie trust. Morally I cannot 
remain neutral or be quiet 
on this issnie. I have been 
exposed to information that 
the vast majority of Ameri¬ 
cans are unaware of — si¬ 
lence would he tantamount 
to accepting the status quo, 
or to put it in contemporary 
language, it would be a cop- 
out on my part. 

What are ihe arguments 
we hear? One side states 
that marijuana should be 
made legally available foi 
prcsonal use. “It is a harm¬ 
less substance,” they say, 
“no more harmful than al¬ 
cohol. Punishing a person 
for smoking or possessing 
maijuana in the same fash¬ 
ion as you would a com¬ 
mon criminal i s unjust and 
unwarranted. We are not 
animals, -besides we are just 
affecting ourselves. No one 
is hurt by our actions,” 
states the maijuana advo¬ 
cate. 

The opponents of libera¬ 
lizing the marij-uana laws 
argue, “It is harmful and it 
does affect others. The char¬ 
acter and habits of mari¬ 
juana users are altered and 
many of them become a 
drag on the rest of society. 
The -use of marijuana does 
severely harm the user, thus 
we must: not liberalize our 
laws any more than we have 
already.”

volume of scientific evidence 
to .support either side?

The debate rages amdist 
accusation, bias and con¬ 
jecture. The public does not 
know who or what to be- 
liev-a end looks for some ob¬ 
jective leadership from the 
government. 

Amidst all of the rhetoric, 
reliable research has been 
in progress. Teams of scien¬ 


tific researchers have begun 
to publish results of exten¬ 
sive tests on marijuana. The 
evidence has been startling, 
and- it may finally lead -us 
to the conclusions that have 
been long overdue. 

Reason should di c t a t e 
man’s actions. I am appeal¬ 
ing to most Americans’ good 
sense and fair play. Hear me 
cut. Maybe I have some¬ 
thing new to say. 

Before any discussion be¬ 
gins about the recent studies 
and conclusions on mari¬ 
juana, one question remains 
to be answered. If this new 
evidence reveals so much 
about a substance that has 
existed on earth for thou¬ 


sands of years, why has it 
only recently come to light? 

Marijuana is a very com¬ 
plex drug, and it was not 
until 1965 that its psycho-ac¬ 
tive ingredients weie iso¬ 
lated and identified. Up un¬ 
til that time, there could not 
be any scientifically accu¬ 
rate studies because the 
mind-altering chemical in 
marijuana was not speci¬ 
fically identified.
